Kennett officials directing preven­ 
tive measure by a 
force of 1,200 
men estimated this afternoon 
that 
an additional area of 15.000 acres 
would he overflowed to the depth of 
about two feet before the crest 
of 
tile flood passes, probably tomorrow. 
No loss of life had been reported. 
A th reatened new break in 
the 
le\ee at Drown Ferry. 12 miles north 
of here, has hen temporarily averted 
according to reports to Mayor It. It. 
Plan key, who said he believed 
the 
levee had been strengthened suffici­ 
ently to hold. 
The 
two 
b r e a k ­ 
through which the w ater is flowing 
occurred five and six miles north of 
here. 
They are Steadily widening.

The two breaks In th e levee were 
of approxim ately 20# and 150 feet 
respectively, ami poured the waters 
of the St. Fra ncis into th*' low, fer­ 
tile fields of Dunklin county, sweep 
ing aw ay some stock and dam aging 
young crops. 
Rains durin g the 
recent 
week, 
which a b a t e d yesterday, had swollen 
the St. F rancis to the point where 
tops of the levees were 
awash 
in 
spots. 
Efforts to strengthen

however, and at 2 A. M. today the 
breaks occurred.

I SING the caption, “The City of the Pines,” the St. Cloud 
Daily Times published a most appreciative editorial concerning 
Brainerd and spreads its fame and hospitality as ti convention 
host. 
The editorial is from the pen of Editor Fred Sehilplin and 
states: 
“The genuine hospitality extended by the citizens of Brain­ 
erd to the members of the State Historical society on the occasion 
of their annual tour and visit to the historic site of old Fort Rip­ 
ley will long he pleasantly remembered by those who participated 
in the convention in the1 City of the Pines yesterday. 
“Most interesting was 'the story of old Fort Ripley' told by 
Judge Louis B. Kinder, historian of the Crow Wing County His­ 
torical society, to the gathering of the convention in the beautiful 
tourist park on the east side of the* Mississippi just across th#* 
river in sight of the old Fort. 
It was difficult to visualize that but 
70 years ago this Fort had been the military outpost of the fron­ 
tier placed there for the protection of the settlers of Central Min­ 
nesota. Beside the tree shaded park a constant stream of automo­ 
bile^ was passing on the paved highway. 
Passenger trains thun­ 
dered past on the Northern Pacific transcontinental line. 
The 
first of these trains reached Brainerd on March ll, 1871, and 
regular service opened in the fall of that year. 
“Today Brainerd is a beautiful, thriving and modern city in 
the center of the Ten Thousand lakes district, On the shores of 
these lakes are thousands of summer cottages and summer re­ 
sorts. 
In the countryside the settler’s shack and the homestead­ 
er’s log house has given way to prosperous and Well-kept farms 
stocked with fine cattle. 
Numerous fields of alfalfa are appearing. 
“The city of Brainerd itself has more than kept in advance of 
the rapid development of this part of the state. 
Today it is a 
beautiful modern city, its business men progressive, its industries 
thriving. 
It has well-paved streets, excellent hotels which serve 
as stopping places for the thousands of tourists bound for the 
lakes and summer resorts. 
Its fine modern Elks home is a credit 
to the city and the spirit of community building of that distinctive 
American fraternity. 
It is modern in every respect, a most wel­ 
come home to the antlered herd who roam to the northern lakes 
for health, pleasure and recreation every summer. 
‘‘From a rough lumbering town of its early days Brainerd has 
become a city of cuture and education. 
It is building now one of 
the finest high schools in the northern part of the state. 
Brainerd 
is a musical center for the Ten Thousand lakes region. 
Its choral 
society has just won first prize at the Sixth District Federation of 
Women’s clubs at Walker and it boasts two women’s bands. 
One 
of them furnished the music for the gathering of the State His­ 
torical convention at Fort Ripley. 
In gold and blue caped uni­ 
forms they were truly told that they were the most colorful hand 
in the setting of the spreading green trees. 
They symbolized the 
change that had taken place iii <0 years, 
for 70 years ago where 
they stood yesterday, war-painted and feather-bedecked Indians 
had rampaged on the war path. Such is the transfiguration which 
has taken place in northern Minnesota in less than half a century.” 
Mrs. Maude C. Sehilplin, wife of the editor and publisher of 
the St. Cloud Daily Times, wrote a most illuminating and colorful 
review of the S t a t e Historical Society’s convention. 
It extended a 
full halt page and was given decided prominence in the society and 
club section of the paper of June l ith. 
Brainerd is glad, at all times, to entertain a convention and 
expresses thanks for tile splendid publicity accorded.

A REV IE VV ot the correspondence between the* government of 
the I nited States and Canada touching tin* proposed Great Lakes 
seaway suggests that the Canadian officials are holding back for 
tactical reasons. The impression they would make upon us is that 
Canada is not much concerned to have the seaway realized, con­ 
sidering its interest less clear and substantial than our own.’ The 
King government s attitude seems to be; we art* not keen a b o u t 
the matter but are willing to consider it if you will offer us at­ 
tractive terms. 
Our state department, we have no doubt, will not be deceived 
bv so naive an approach, 
( anatta s interest in the development 
of the seaway is not concealed by the differences of Canadian sec­ 
tional opinion or party policy. 
Canada is already committed to 
Hit* expenditure ot over a hundred million dollars for an enlarge­ 
ment ot tile Welland canal, an enlargement which would bt* use­ 
less unless the seaway is completed. What is the good of a 25-foot 
channel, capable of receiving seagoing ships, if tile St. Lawrence 
I rom Ontario to Montreal remains as it is? 
We think the King government is ill advised in trying to deal 
with Washington in the tactics of a h o r s e trade. 
A great inter­ 
national project deserves to be considered upon a higher and
